One considerable source of the dirt 
and waste that must be removed from 
the streets is commonly called street 
litter, consisting of miscellaneous 
wastes thrown upon the streets and 
sidewalks by those passing along the 
streets or swept out of business houses 
and residences. Street littering is ef¬ 
fectively prevented in most European 
cities by the rigorous enforcement of 
laws or ordinances prohibiting it. 
Most of our American cities have such 
laws and ordinances, but they are 
practically “dead letters.” Spasmodic 
attempts have been made to enforce 
them in a number of cities, but public 
opinion has not sufficiently sustained 
these efforts, nor have the municipal 
authorities, as a rule, made their en¬ 
forcement practicable by providing an 
ample supply of receptacles into which 
such litter m«y be deposited. 

An important step in this direction 
must be the collection of more com 
plete and accurate data as to the quan 
tity of such litter handled and the ad 
ditlonal cost of collecting it when

A Number of These Have Been Re¬ 
cently Held. 

Mankind is every day becoming 
more cosmopolitan, and perhaps a sig- 
niflcant Indication of this is to be seen 
in the number of congresses, both na¬ 
tional and International, that have re¬ 
cently been held.

gers and fishermen went there after 
being paid off, and have considerable 
sums. 

On the opening of spring all the idle 
men, except the professional vaga¬ 
bonds, will find ready employment in 
road and railroad construction and the 
lumber industry. 

Five hundred men are being fed at 
the Hoboes’ Union lodging house at a 
total expense of $20 a day. This 
achievement is the result of the men 
organizing themselves with their own 
commissary and police. First of all 
they expelled all professional tramps, 
beggars, thieves and drunkards. Then 
a system of collecting left-over food 
from hotels and restaurants was 
adopted. This good food supports the 
men with the addition of staples pro¬ 
vided from a fund contributed by citi¬ 
zens who desire nothing said about it. 

The men provide their own cooks. 
There is no disorder, no complaining. 
When the sleeping attendance falls be¬ 
low 500 it is because men have worked 
during the day and have money to buy 
beds In a regular lodging house. 

Small towns and cities are treating 
itinerant workingmen with harshness, 
driving them into the cities. The re¬ 
port widely published that Seattle is 
caring for all destitute men has not 
brought an influx of them, only a few 
dropping in each day.

In New York 
city the street cleaning department 
has given attention to this matter and 
estimates that the additional cost thus 
imposed on the department amounts 
approximately to $270,000 annually. 
This very large sum could be saved to 
the city yearly by providing conven¬ 
ient receptacles for litter and then en¬ 
forcing the ample ordinances already 
existing. European experience has 
proved beyond doubt that this may be 
done without imposing any serious in¬ 
convenience upon the public. 

When it is considered that this litter 
is handled by human hands or Is swept 
out of residences and business places 
and is therefore subject to infection by 
disease germs t!;.> sanitary importance 
of collecting and disposing of it as di¬ 
rectly as possible is obvious. 

The possible utilization of street 
sweepings in some way that will partly 
repay the cost of street cleaning is 
another matter that is receiving more 
attention than heretofore. The most 
promising outlook for such utilization 
lies in the direction of filling lowlands 
or building up new and very valuable 
areas of laud by filling in shore areas 
now covered by shallow water and at 
present not useful for any purpose. 
Contrary to the prevailing opinion, ex¬ 
perience and investigation have shown 
that street cleanings free from garbage 
may, if properly bandied in the dumps, 
be so used without danger to the pub¬ 
lic health and without serious incon¬ 
venience or offense to the public.— 
American City. 


TERSE CALIFORNIA NEWS 


California has received a drenching 
rxln. Farmers predict a bumper crop 
in consequence. Many districts have 
reported flood conditions and consid¬ 
erable damage, due to high winds. 
The storm was general over the Pa¬ 
cific Slope, west of the Rocky Moun¬ 
tains, while the Central and Eastern 
States were having clear weather.

River man say that the sand banks 
on the San Joaquin River at the Wil¬ 
liamson place are getting worse than 
ever, and that if the river is not 
dredged out soon they will not be able 
to carry on their traffic. All of the 
barges touch bottom at that point, and 
a few days ago the tug Ida W. ground¬ 
ed and keeled over on her side, lying 
there for three days. The stretch has 
not been well dredged for five years, 
and river men ask that the Chamber 
of Commerce use its influence to get 
the War Department to clear the river 
of the shoals. A dredger could, it Is 
claimed, clean up the place In excel¬ 
lent shape in two weeks. Traffic, it is 
said, is being seriously impeded. 

Although the German and British 
Governments have refused to make 
appropriations for displays in the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition, the peo¬ 
ple and the press of the two coun¬ 
tries are working steadfastly to gain 
official participation in the world’s 
exposition, says Herbert C. Hoover, 
Stanford, ’95, who has been spending 
the past few months in Europe, In¬ 
teresting the people abroad in the 
1915 exposition. Hoover is European 
adviser of the exposition and has been 
working hard for Its success. He has 
just returned to the campus and is 
temporarily making his home in the 
residence of the late Professor Burt 
Estes Howard back of the Stanford 
campusw 

Among the cargo arriving in San 
Francisco on the steamer Persia from 
Hongkong were sixty cases of opium, 
totaling 6000 tins, in transit for Mex¬ 
ico. The dope was transshipped to 
Manzanillo, Mazatlan and Ensenada on 
the steamer San Jose. It Is believed 
by the customs authorities that, in 
view of the fact that the drug was 
destined for points near the border, 
the whole shipment was intended for 
smuggling lrfto this country from Mex¬ 
ico, and efforts were made to seize the 
opium, but it was found that there was 
no legal authority for such action. At 
the present market rate the 6000 tins 
of opium were worth $180,000. Each 
case contained 100 tins, worth $30 
each, so that the value of each case 
was $3000.

CLEVELAND’S MODEL VILLAGE 


Cleveland. O., the city that boasts a 
charter which is the last word in pro¬ 
gressive principles, is contemplating the 
establishment on a ninety-three acre 
tract of outlying land of a standard 
American village of workingmen’s 
homes, a “city perfect," in which 
houses that ordinarily would be sched¬ 
uled for sale at $3,000 by private fam¬ 
ilies will he sold to 500 Cleveland work¬ 
ingmen for $2,000 each and on the eas¬ 
iest sort of terms. 

The city already owns the land, which 
will be laid out in lots and streets, ac¬ 
cording to the ideas of the best known 
city designing experts, who also will 
be responsible for the naming and ar¬ 
rangement of alt the streets and ave¬ 
nues, parkage. sanitation and all the 
other thousand and one details of a 
“village of villages.” 

Whether or not title to the land will 
remain vested in the city.*of Cleveland 
or be transferred to a stock company 
has not been decided, but it is under¬ 
stood that Mayor Baker is strongly in 
favor of the idea of city ownership.

A battle in .which 5000 or more reb¬ 
els sought to exterminate or drive 
across the United States border the 
northern division of the Mexican Fed¬ 
eral army was waged around Ojinaga, 
Mexico, opposite Presidio, Tex. 

For several days the opposing forces 
had been under fire and many were 
the dead and wounded on both sides. 
General Toribio Ortaga’s rebel army, 
re-enforced by flanks to the right and 
left, kept steadily on the offensive, 
gaining and holding foot by foot the 
approaches to the Federal stronghold. 

The Federal army, dazed and disor¬ 
ganized by the first puff of rebel 
smoke, clung to the trenches dug on 
(he hillsides where they had decided 
to make a last stand. 

Though whipped and maimed in the 
first rebel onslaught, which drove 
their outposts to cover, and though 
some of their wounded with deserters 
jumped into the river and waded waist 
deep to the American side, the Fed¬ 
eral put up a plucky fight against in¬ 
superable odds. 

Both the Federal and the rebel 
armies were without field hospital fa¬ 
cilities, so that the wounded were left 
where they had fallen, stretched on 
the hills among the meBqulte.
